There was a large attendance of citi- 
zens and resolutions were adopted 
favoring the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 1C to 1, and declaring that 
the United States is large enough and 
strong enough to coin her own silver 
dollar and give it the power to dis- 
charge a debt of one hundred cents 
without the oouHout of England

sentiment 
everywhere 


among silvei men is for the present 
ratio—16 grains of silver to 1 grain of 
gold.

THE OPPOSITION nEKBY STEAJTEB. 


Senator Voorhees of Indiana has 


introduced a bill authorizing national 
banks to issue notes to the full extent 
of the bonds deposited. Secretary 
Carlisle urges its immediate passage, 
as it will add 1-19,000,000 to the circula- 
tion 


At present iiatiomil banks are author- 


ized to issue notes only to the extent 
of ninety per cent of the par value of 
the bonds deposited m the treasury as 
security 
As the bonds sell at a 


premium of twelve or fltteen per cent, 
theve would be no risk in permitting 
the banks to issue notes to the par 
value of the bonds, and it would in- 
crease the currency, as stated, to the 
extent of $19,000,000. That, however, is 
not enough to relieve the present 
stringency. Senator Stewart's bills, 
one restoring silver to its old standard 
and the other authorizing the issuance 
of legal tender notes for the bullion 
now in the treasury in excess of the 
outstanding notes against it at its legal 
tender value, and for the issuance of 
$100,000,000 legal tender notes to re- 
deem outstanding bonds, come nearer 
answering the requirements of the 
country, judging by what the people 
say, than anything yet introduced in 
congress.

SAN FBANCISCO, August 14.—An at-

WASHINGTON, August 14—A meeting 


of the committee appointed last week 
to arrange on behalf of anti-silver men 
for a discussion of the silver question 
m the house has been called by Rep- 
resentative Rayner, chairman, for to- 
morrow night at the Arlington Hotel. 
The purpose of the call is to appoint 
sub-committees to take charge of the 
various 
features of " the 
present 


contest and to-complete the organiza- 
tion of the anti-silver forces in the 
house. It is expected that the result 
of the poll of the house upon the pend- 
ing measures will be ready for an- 
nouncement. A*t the present estimates 
the maoority m favor of repeal is from 
22 to 40. 


THE Anaconda, Montana, Standard 


has this to say concerning free coinage 
leaders in the present great struggle: 
"From now out let the friends of free 
coinage accept the leadership of men 
whose loyalty is attested. Never mind 
what the political antecedents of these 
men may be. In the federal senate 
there are such men as Wolcott, Stewart 
and Teller, about whom there is no 
doubt They have been true every 
time—let us follow their leadership, 
and success to the silver cause is sure 
to result." 


THE knowledge that no vote can be 


reached on the pJver question in the 
house of repressntatives until the 28th 
instant has caused many members to 
loose interest in the proceedings for 
the present. The best speakers for 
and agamst free coinage will discuss 
the question, but it is believed that 
there will not be a quorum of the mem- 
bers present the greater part of the 
time.

SEXATOR White of California whose 


attitude on the Silver question was 
doubted, has declared against the un- 
conditional repeal of the Sherman law. 
He says the silver men will at least be 
able to prevent silver coinage from 
being completely abandoned. 


More Money In Circulation. 


WASHINGTON, August 14.—Controller 


Eckels thinks the currency situation 
will be considerably improved this 
week by money sinking to its normal 
value. The premium paid for the use 
of currency is drawing money from 
hiding places and during the coming 
week more currency will be issued on 
bonds deposited by banks than during 
the same period of time for many years 
The currency was increased by this 
method during July $5,500,000 and 
more than this amount has already been 
issued in August. 
When to this the 


twenty millions of gold ordered from 
abroad are added there is certainly 
strong ground to hope for relief. 


A Sunatoi Cited to Show Cause. 


MILWAUKEE, August 14.—Judge Mann 


has cited Senator John L. Mitchell to 
appear in court on the flrstJTuesday in 
September to show cause why he should 
not file an inventory to his father's 
estate and why he should not give fur- 
ther bonds as administrator, and why 
letters testamentary should not be 
revoked and a successor appointed as 
administrator. He was enjoined from 
disposing of any of the property in the 
meantime. Mrs. Mitchell, the wife of 
the senator's father, was the petitioner. 


A Nervy Thief. 


ST PAUL, August 14.—A daring thief 


stole a bag of $5,000 in gold lying in the 
window of the receiving teller of the 
First National bank. The bag had just 
been sent over from the clearing house 
when an unknown stepped to the win- 
dow, seized the bag and escaped before 
pursuit could be organized. 


Government Silver Purchases. 


WASHINGTON, August 14.—Offers of 


silver of 300,000 ounces were made to 
the treasury to-day. Sixty thousand 
were purchased at $0.7324. The pur- 
chases this month are 1,656,000 ounces.

THJE MABKIAGE !ATVS. 


An Krror Corrected—When Minor* Can 


Bf Lawfully atari-led. 


EDITOR JODENAL:—An article under 


the head "A Fact Not Generally 
Known."" in Sunday morning's JOUB. 
XAL is misleading and tends to perpet- 
uate the error it was intended to cor- 
rect. The statement that female per- 
sons under the age of sixteen years are 
not permitted by the laws of Nevada 
to marry is true. But you qualify this 
by the addition of the words " unless 
the consent of the parents is obtained 
before license is issued." 
There is no 


such exception in the law as it stands 
on the statute books, and thosft quali- 
fying words are not found in the sec- 
tion of the law which states who may 
be joined in marriage. 


There is no provision in the statute 


of this state concerning marriage which 
will authorize the issuance by the 
county clerk of a license for the mar- 
riage of a female person uiider the age 
of sixteen years. If she be of the age 
of sixteen but under eighteen the clerk 
cannot issue such license without the 
consent of parent or guardian and this 
is where the "parents' consent " comes 
in—between sixteen and eighteen years 
of age. In the case of males the provi- 
sion for parent's consent is for those 
between eighteen and twenty-one. 


The authority to marry given by stat- 


ute is found in Section 2, act of Novem- 
be- 28,1861. Male persons of the age 
of eighteen years, and female persons of 
the age of sixteen years, not nearer of 
kin than second cousins, and not hav- 
ing a husband or wife living, may be 
joined in marriage; provided always, 
that male persons under the age of 
twenty-one years, and female persons 
under the age of eighteen years, shall 
first obtain the consent of their fathers 
respectively or in case of the death or 
incapacity of their fathers, then of 
their mothers or guardians; andpro- 
viiied further, that nothing in this act 
shall be construed so as to make the 
issue of any marriage illegitimate if 
the person or persons shall not be of 
Lawful age. 


The duty of the county clerk ift to in- 


quire of the person applying for a mar- 
riage license—upon oath, if he does not 
know the parties to be qualified—as to 
the legality of the contemplated mar- 
raige; and if he shall be satisfied that 
there is |no legal impediment, then he 
shall grant the license. 


In the case stated in the article re- 


ferred to there was a legal impediment 
in the fact stated by the parties apply- 
ing, that the girl was fourteen years of 
age—two years younger than the age 
at which female persons are allowed to 
marry. Parents' consent cannot legal- 
ize what the law does not sanction—the 
marriage of persons considered too 
young for the marriage relation—and a 
more general knowledge of this fact 
will save parties wishing to marry chil- 
dren under the age of consent from the 
disappointment and mortification of 
being refused a license.

CONTRACTION. 


Its Effect Upon the Business of the 


Country. 


Daring the spring of 1866 congress 


passed a law authorizing the secretary 
of the treasury to sell 5-20 bonds and 
with the proceeds retire United States 
currency including greenbacks. When 
this act was passed the country was in 
possession of more than $1,800,000,000 
of currency. The year previous to the 
passage of this act there were but 350 
business failures in the United States, 
or three more than occurred in one 
week last mouth. Business in those 
times was carried on largely on a cash 
basis, and the country did not seem to 
have much of any use for the profess- 
ional bondholder. It is true the bond- 
holders had been getting in their work 
in a limited way, ever since they suc- 
ceeded in getting the exception clause 
inserted on the greenback, but when 
they succeeded to get congress to enact 
laws to contract the currency, then 
wholesale confiscation of property by 
the bondholders commenced. The 
currency in circulation at the time of 
the passage of the confiscation act of 
1866, amounted to more than $50 per 
capita, and by 1877 the currency had 
been contracted down to lass than $16 
per capita. Now the question natur- 
ally arises, "What were the people 
doing during this period of contrac- 
tion ?" The answer is very simple; 
they were getting in debt. The bond 
fiend was abroad in the land getting in 
his work. How well he succeeded, is 
now recorded in the fact, that the int- 
erest bearing debts of the people and 
corporations in the United States, 
amounts to several billion dollars 
more than the assessed valuation of all 
the property. No wonder that the 
people and corporations are hard up 
for ready cash. If they happen to get 
hold of a dollar the interest gatherer 
has a mortgage upon it, and it goes 
into the burglar-proof vault of the 
bond holder, is withdrawn from circu- 
lation, until some needy person or cor- 
poration can f urnish gilt-edge security 
for its use, and their interest money 
in turn becomes 
another interest 


earner. Compound interest is weat 
has brought this and every other com- 
mercial nation t»»their present deplor- 
able financial condition, and the con- 
traction of the currency is what has 
smothered the property of this country 
with bonds and mortgages. Hereto- 
fore it has kept congress very busy 
making laws to satisfy the European 
bondholders so we could borrow 
money to pay our interest. The peo- 
ple at home are now making a demand 
on congress, to enact laws including 
the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1, for their benefit, even though 
it might slightly impair our credit 
with kingJKothschild.

Monument* For the Boundary-' 


There have riiwratly been received a* 


the Mexican border two carloads of gov- 
ernment freight consisting of the new 
line monuments and other necessaries 
for tho work of definitely nfrrking the 
boundary line between the United States 
and Mexico. On the old monuments iron 
plates at* to be affixed bfr means o| 
bolts, on which is inscribed in raised 
letters: -Repaired by the boundary 
commission, created by the treaties, of 
1882-1839. The deBtrnction or displace- 
ment of this monument is a misdemean- 
or punishable by the United States or 
Mexico-."

The new monuments are of iron, 0 feet 


high from base to top of eqnare, and 6 
feet 6 inches high from base to apex. 
The shafts are tapering, being abont 13 
inches square at the base and 10 inches 
at tbe top of square, the crown tapenn^ 
to a point. Oir one side of the shaft in 
raised letters is the following: "Bound- 
ary of the United States (under -which 
au American eagle appears), treaty of 
1853. 
re-established by treaties 1882-9. 


The destruction or displacement of ..this 
monument is a misdemeanor punishable 
by the United States or Mexico." These 
latter monuments will be bolted on tha 
concrete base, 2 feet thick by 8 feet 
square and placed about two miles and 
four-tenths apart.—Dallas News.

BULBS AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp t, M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race- 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Buglo 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will bo precisely five minutes 
after tlio saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having; 
care of the animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post uigrnal will be fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must bo made to, 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1M)3. 


.Entries for the running- purses must be 
made two days preceding the race, before. 8 
o'clock r, M, 


Those who have nominated iu stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing: which they 
will start the duy before tho ruco at fi r. M. 


Horses entered in purses can only bo drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, tbe 
name, age and sex of the horse, and the 
weight aud colors of the rider must be given. 
After u horse has run once at the meeting*, 
the name of tho Morse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared oil* by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running raves, except 
handicaps, a»d where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and nil horsed 
that have won prior to-September 1st shall 
carry ftve pounds over scale weijrht. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all ratwa unless 
the condition* otherwise stipulate, and must 
IMS paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one Interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 9 
p. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to al! Trotting and Pacing- race* 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting- and Pacing- purse* divided at 
the rate of 60, SO and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting- and Pacing races ar» the best 
three in live, unless otherwise apecifled; • ftve 
or more to enter and three or more to Btart, 
but the Board reserve* the right to hold-a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of tha 
purse, which xhall be divided prorata. 


In all two in three rocea horaes not winning 
one beat in two must go to the stable; and In 
all three in ftve races homes not winning one 
beat in three must go to the (table.. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a upecial 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance' money, to be divided a* follow* 
88% to the first and 33% to the second. 


In dividing- purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing: to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts tbe decision of the 
Board of Director* on any question relating- 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting- Association rules to- 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Horse Association rules to govern all running- 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
